A PAIR OF FIRE EATERS

The Principals In the Longest
Duel on Record.

IT LASTED NINETEEN YEARS.

The Way the Quarrel Between These
Two Hot Headed Frenchmen Began
In 1794 and How [t Was Continued
Until Finally Settled In 1813.

The following duel story presents ¢
